This office action is a response to the restriction requirement filed on 9/6/2005. 



Response to the Restriction Requirement 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, Species A, claim 1 , in the reply filed on 9/6/2005 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 2-5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/6/2005. 



Drawings 

3. Figures 10A-10C should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -A METHOD FOR WINDING A SINGLE COIL 
OF A COIL UNIT FOR A LINEAR MOTOR-. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Re. "Brief Description of the Drawings": There are insufficient descriptions for the 
drawings. For example, Figure 2 appears to be changed to Figure 2(A), Figure 2(B), 
and Figure 2(C). Figure 3, Figure 5, Figure 7, Figure 8 and Figure 10 are needed to be 
changed as set forth above. 

Re. "Detailed Description of the Preferred Embodiments": The lengthy 
specification has not been indicated to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors such as descriptions for the Figures as set forth above. 
Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may 
become aware in the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase "said 
rectangle" as recited in line 7 and "the nearly rectangular shape" as recited in line 8 
lacks antecedent basis. It is also confused that what the nearly rectangular shape 
means. Is it a rectangular shape or not? Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "the first rotating step of rotating... in the third rotating step" as 
recited in lines 12-23 renders vague and indefinite. It is unclear how the winding former 
is rotated by 180 degrees based on what. If the winding former is rotated about X-axis 
at the base or top of the winding former about 1 80 degrees, it could be so cumbersome 
to wind the coil around the winding former. In addition, there is no such indication about 
the directions of the winding former rotation by 180 degrees about X-axis or Y-axis. If 
the directions are mixed with clockwise or counter clockwise, it is appeared to be 
impossible to wind the single core around the winding former. If the first rotating by 180 
degrees about X-axis with a direction of clockwise and the second rotating by 180 
degrees about X-axis with a direction of counter clockwise, there would be no winding 
around the winding former. Clarification is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
